For the most part they are native 
Americans; ana those who are not arc [ 
men who have become completely Amer- 
icanized in their ways and habits of 
thought. One of the most useful mem- 
bers of the last legislature was a Gorman 
jrom a western county, and the extent of 
his Americanization can be judged from 
the fact that he was actually an ardent 
prohibitionist. Certainly no one, who 
knows Teutonic human nature, will re- 
quire further proof. Again, I sat for an 
entire 
session beside a very intelli- 


gent member from Northern New York, 
baforo I discovered he was an Irishman; 
nil his views of legislation, oven upon 
such matters as fra e schools, and the im- 
propriety ot making appropriations trom 
tbe treasury for tbe support of sectarian 
institutions, were precisely similar to 
those of his Protestant American neigh- 
bors, though he woo ^imself a Catholic. 
Now a German or an Irishman from one 
of tho great cities would have retained 
most of his national peculiarities. It is 
from the same great cities tbat the worst 
legislators come. 
It is true that there 


are always among thorn a few cultivated 
and scholarly 
men 
who. aro well 


educated, and 
who 
stand 
on a 


higher and broader intellectual and 
moral plane than even the country mem- 
bers, but tho bulk are very low ^indeed 
They are usually foreigners, of little or 
no education, with exceedingly misty 
ideas as to morality, and possessed ol an 
ignorance so profound, tbat it could only 
bo called comic, wore it not for tbe fact 
that it has at times such serious effects 
Upon our IUWH. It IB Ihoir ignorance quito 
83 muoh as actual viciousness, which 
inakcB it BO difficult to [procure the pas- 
saga ot good laws, or prevent tbe passage 
of bad ones; and it is tho most irritating 
'of tbo many elements with which we havo 
:to contend iu tbe fight for good govern- 
ment.

BOY3 AT SCHOOL.

10 would writo a neater and moro regular 
hand than on American child oi "IS. .Eng- 
lish people quite universally write well 
They ass careful as to tho quality of tho 
stationery, the pen, and ink which they use. 
I novor received a social or friendly letter 
written on business paper. Hor did I over 
rocoivo a letter from an English gentleman 
inclosed in a bus: ness envelope. Thoso, per- 
haps, aro small matters, but they aro noted 
only to illustrate tho care and tho rosulc of 
oarly training. Boys aro taught, nowovur, 
that theso aro not small matters, aud atten- 
tion is givon to thoir obsorvanca all through 
life. 


THE GOVERNESS.

000 yearly, and whero there aro childron, a
